We  present  our  reader^  this 
month  a good 'picture  of  Mrp.  Lou 
H.  Moore,  late  of  Tiliatobajj  now 
in  the  better  world,  who  sent  the 
first  dollar  for  the  establishment  ot 
the  Orphanage  in  Mississippi.  The 
following  is  a letter  which  accom- 
panied this  gift.  It  will  bdinter- 
esting  in  the  years  to  come  to  see 
the  origiual  of  this  letter  which 
will  be  preserved  in  the  arch  ves  of 
the  Orphanage.  The  letter  was 
written  December  io,  1893,  (and  is 
as  follows  : “The  very  thing  I 
have  longed  to  see.  Our  goofll  Edi- 
tor suggests  a Baptist  Orphfnage. 
Why  not  ? Surely  we  care  tjo  less 
for  our  little  ones  than  other  States. 
We  are  able  if  we  only  think  so 
With  my  prayers  I enclo^b  this 
dollar  for  that  institution.;.  If  it 
finds  company  enough  to  dffect  a 
movement  you  will  hear  frptn  me 
again."  She  was  the  daughter  of 
Rev.  H.  B.  Hayward,  one  jbf  the 
early  Baptist  preachers  of  our 
State,  and  was  borti  August  31, 
1853,  and  lost  her  mother  In  her 
early  infancy.  She  became  a Chris- 
tian in  1867  and  was  baptiied  by 
Rtv.  W.  S,  Rylatid.  On  Dfcc.  18. 
1872,  she  was  ttiarrid  to  Mr.lT.  H. 
Moore, :and  was  an  excellenjt  wife. 
During  her  entire  Christian  Hfe  she 
was  filled  with  great  zeal  fj>r  the 
Master's  work.  She  was  tlie  spe- 
cial frieud  of  the  widow  aid  or- 
phan, always  ministering  tb  their 
wants.  Her  life  was  a bemedic- 
tiott  to  other  lives.  It  was  bright, 
cheerful  inspiring.  Her  death  was 
triumphant  and  occurred  July  12, 
1894,  only  a few  months  afier  she 
had  laid  the  foundation  of  the  Or 
phanage.  Her  memory  wifi  ever 
linger  with  a delightful  Iraglrance.
